He made no answer. 
I saw Molotov and Stalin once 
more before I left Moscow. Molo- 
tov apparently could not trust the 
Lublin Poles to tell him the truth, 
so he had me ino his office —with 
them — to hear with his own ears 
my own feelings. 


As for Stalin, he was less hos- 


pitable than before, presuming that 
is possible.

"Can you give me your word of| 


honor," he asked," "that there is 
fighting going on in Warsaw? The 
Lublin Poles tell me there is no 
fifiht at all.' He knew, of course, 
from his representatives who were 
in Warsaw itself that the most des- 
perate street fight of World War

ean give you my word of

1 
discovered a few days later that 
both men had reached the ground 
safely and had sent numerous dis- 
patches back from 
Underground 
headquarters. 


But at the lime 1 had no infor- 


mation and expressed my regret 
Stalin signed. "I'll still do my best 
to help Warsaw," he said. 
"The 


Germans there are more difficult 
than we expected. But we'll lib- 
erate it soon." 


As history knows, he waited until 


the Germans had killed 
nearly 


a quarter of million of our people iii 
the capital, and then, after the
